ADDITIONAL TRACK - 


To Put the Completed Portion in

OTTAWA, April 22.—Canadian 
Press.) —Assurance that the com- 
pleted portion of the Hudson Bay 
railroad would be put in good re- 
pair this year, and that the govern- 
ment would carefully consider the 
early completion of the road, was 
given by Sir George Foster today 
to the special delegation of mem- 


bers of parliament, senators and 
and representatives of western boards 
of trades, which waited upon the gov- 
ernment today to present the case for 
the completion of the road. Members 
of the delegation expressed esatisfac- 
tion with the result of their interview 
and their confidence that the comple- 
tion of the road would not be negiect- 
ed. Sir George Foster left the im- 
pression that in addition to the repair 
work promised, eome additional track 
might be laid this year, possibly as far 
as Limestone River, The government 
had never intended to abandon work 
on the road, he eald. Motives of 
economy had compelled the govern- 
ment to suspend ‘construction in 1918, 
and the government proposes to finish 
the road as soon as possible. He 
promised to consult with the minister 
of railwaye regarding early comple- 
tion of the road. 
Much to Middle West- 

Dr. R. M. Blake, M.P., for North 
Winnipeg, chairman of a special west- 
ern caucus of members of parliament, 
Introducing the delegation, urged that 
the government couid practice econ- 
omy at the expense of other public 
works rather than the Hudson Bay 
railway. J. A. Campbell, M.P., for The 
Pas, urged that the resources of the 
territory and the bay itself would more 
than pay for the work, apart from the 
value of the water route to the At- 
fantic which would be opened up. The 
Hudson Bay railway would mean as 
much to the middle west as the Inter- 
Colonial had to the maritime _pro- 
vinces and the Canadian Pacific to 
British Columbia.

the trial of James J. Larkin, Irish lead 


er charged with criminal anarchy, 
were not Jacking today. 
Conducting his own case, Larkin 


objected strongly to “interruption by 
Supreme Court Justice Weeks and 
finally was ordered by ‘the justice to 
be locked up in the Tombs between 
sessions, instead of being allowed his 
liberty in bail. 

The clash came during Larkin's 
examination of George R. Lovatt, @ 
former member of the Winnipeg police 
court, who was being questioned con- 
cerning the general strike in that city 
last year. Justice Weeks inquired 
concerning the relevancy of a certain 
question and at the same time District 
Attorney Roke entered an objection. 

“I cannot prove my point if the 
court and the district attorney desire 
to interfere with moe asking questions 
during the course of thought between 
the defendant and the witness,’ ,, be- 
gan Larkin, “I have a right to——' 

“You have no right to say the court 
is trying to obscure anything in this 
case," said the justice. 

“T respectfully suggest right here, 
now. you are doing &o, and the penalty 

ou can administer,” retorted Larkin 

“Dhis je a direct insilt to theo 
declared Tustion Weeks “and must be 

verely dealt with.’ 
wee called Larkin to the bench and 
told him that his language was unjust 
and unfeir, and that it called for 
pevere punishment. He then told the 
deputy eheriff to see that the defend-

Driver Tells Story 

Percy Graham, driver and owner 
of the auto gave the following account 
on Thursday eveniag to The Bulletin 
reporter at the Federal Motor Sales 
company garage, 10367 97th atreet) 
where the demolished machine was) 
removed by the owner on Thursday. 

“IT had picked up four passengers 
in may taxi at the Post office about 
nine-thirty for the north east part 
of the city,” stated Graham. “And 
having already taken two to thelr re- 
spective homes was proceeding west 
on Alberta avenue when near 80th 
@treet my machine became stalled for 
several minutes, Having tried un- 
euccessfully to start the car, Miss 
Burke, one of my passengers, told 
me that she heard ea street car ap- 
proaching but could not see a head- 
ight on the car. I then ran back up 
Alberta avenue for about a block in 
an endeavor to stop the street car 
beofre it reached my machine. I 
waved my hat frantically but the mot- 
orman apparently did not see me 80 
I tried to board the passing street car. 
The momentum was to great and I 
was thrown headlong into the road- 
side. 


Hit Auto Squarely 

“The next thing I heard was the 
crash when the strect car hit the auto 
equare in the rear and as I hastened 
to the scene I heard the shrieks of 
the occupants, I had noticed that 
there, was no headlight on the front 
of the street,car when it passed, so 
when I came up to it I jumped fn and 
asked Motorman Farmer why he did 
not have his headlight on. The mot- 
orman replied that it had not been 
working right, going off and on. I 
told him to put {t on and he did 80 
without any trouble. 

“We then found both of the girls 
unconscious !n the auto but the baby 
was unhurt, having been thrown from 
the rear seat to one !n the front of the 
machine, Dr. Johnston came along 
then tn his auto and removed Miss 
Anderson to the Royaé \lexandna’ 
hospital ag she was badly indured.

STRONGLY URGED 


Information as to Constitution, 
Eto, Is Sent Out by Military 
Authorities 


In order to assist recruiting, to en- 
‘courage rifle shooting and to give 
lriflemen the opportunity of making 
full use of the various ranges, etc. 
in the district, it {s suggested that 
juntts of the néwly reorganized mili- 
tia start rifle associations as soon as 
possible, The shooting season in the 
past has as a rule commenced about 
| May ist, of each year. 

The following notes are issued to 
all units as a guide to assist them in 
organizing their ossaciations. 

1, Policy—The policy of the de- 
| partment for the season of 1920 will 
be to encourage, financially or others 
W.se, only those rifle associations 
that are connected with units of the 
milida (permanent or non-perman- 
ent), and the provincial rifle associa- 
tions. Civilian associations not con- 
nected with units of the militia will 
not be encouraged. 

2. Membership.—Before any mili- 
tary rifle association can be formed, 
not less than 80 men over 18 and un- 
der 60 years of age, residents of the 
locality in which it is desired to form 
the association, must be enrolled, 
either on the strength of the unit or 
Dupl.cates of enroll- 
{ment, when completed, must be for- 
warded to the general officer com- 
manding Military Digtrict No. 18. 

8. Management.—Rifle associations 
formed in regiments or companies, or 
other units of the miliua, wil! be san- 
aged by the officers of the respective 
units. , 

4. Application. —- Applications to 
form rifle associations should be 
made in writing on the forms en- 
closed, in duplicate, and forwarded 
to headquarters, Military District No. 
18, The name must indicate the 
corps to which the association be- 
longs. 

6. Ammunition—Ammunition for 
individual practice will be issued free 
annually to Tnilitary rifle associations 
at the rate of 200 rounds for each 
member, 

A return showing the manner in 
which the free issue of ammunition 
has been expended must be made to 
district headquarters by the 81st’ of 
December each year.

BEZANSON WRITES 
FROM THE NORTH 
UPON CONDITIONS 


Satisfactory Progress Is Being. 
Made in Handling Grain, | 
Despite, Handicaps 


| 


Calgary, April 22—Despite the 
handicap of the heavicst snowfall in 
years, with the attending difficulties of 
railway transportation and elevator 
congestion, tho movement of last 
year’s grain from the Peace River 
country is fairly satisfactory, accord- 
ing to a letter received ffrom P. M. 
Bezanson, of the Grande Prairie 
board of trade. A very large portion 
of the grain awaiting shipment in the) 
northern Peace River districts has al-| 
ready been shipped out, and at Spirit 
River, Waterhole, Bear Lake and 
the town of Peace River itself, a great 
deal has been done to relieve cond!- 
tions, Elevator men and farmers are 
row experiencing less difficulty in 
securing cars, one of the prime causes 
of delaying shipment during the win- 
ter months, 

Not Greatly Improved 

Along the Grande Prairie branch of 
the E. D. & B. C, railway, which ex- 
tends south from Spirit River a dis- 
tance of 64 miles, transportation 
problems have not greatly improved 
writes Mr. Bezanaon, although every- 
thing possible is being done by both 
railway and government officials. This 
branch line is now in very bad shape, 
owing to the fact that since the lay- 
{ng of steel early in the spring of 
1916, nothing has been undertaken in 
the way of ballasting and improving 
the roadbed. From January 12 until 
February 28 of this year ffreight and 
passenger service was completely 
abandoned with the result that all 
that portion of the Peace River coun- 
try lying to the south and west of 
Spirit River was completely cut off. In| 
consequence, says Mr. Bezanson, set-! 
tlers and residents:of Grande Prairie 
were aubjected to many inconvent- | 
encée and even hardships. The mail| 
service became badly crippled, fuel) 
dealers ran short of coal and wood, 
food etuffs rap!dly became exhausted, 
elevator companies at this juncture 
were forced to discontinue purchasing | 
grain and for a time /t was feared that 
a full half of last year's crop agere-| 
gating several millions of bushels,’ 
would apol] in the farmers’ erararies. | 

Rellef for Situation | 

Since the first of March, however,| 
a portion of the grain in the Grande 
Prairie district has been moved, con-| 
siderably relieving the situation. Yet, 
according to Mr. Bezanson, there are 
still thousands of bushela awaiting, 
shipment before tha spring thaw, 
when it is expected that the branch 
line again will become impassable. 
Even officials of the E.D. & B.C. can 
hold out little hope of this road being 
kept under operation after the melt- 
ing of the snow, when it Is expected 
that {In many places,the right of way) 
will be completely submerged in the! 
mud and water. | 

Mr. Bezanson declares further that 
everything possible is being done by 
the residents of Grande Prairie to in- 
duce the Dominion government to be- 
win an !mmedtate extension of the 
Peace River branch of the Canadian 
Northern from Whitecourt to the 
Grande Prairie district. It is claimed 
that this line can be graded and par- 
tially completed this year, offering a 
more direct route td eastern markets 
The board of trade, of which Mr. Re- 
vangon is a member, has already sent 
a deputation to confer with the gov- 
ernment at Ottawa,

“SHES GUILTY 
CORRESPONDENCE 
~ WITH THE ENEMY; 


Court Finds There | Were Extenu- 
ating Circumstances in Case 
—BSentence Today 


Paris, April 22—Joseph Cail- 
laux, former premier of France, 
this evening was found guilty of 
having had correspondence wiih 
the enemy by the high court of 
the senate. The vote was 150 
to 91. 

The court by a vote of 128 to 
110 found that there were ex- 
tenuating circumstances in M, 
Caillaux’s case, It then adjourn- 
ed until tomorrow afternoon at 
2:30, when the sentence will be 
read to M. Caillaux. 

The crime of which M. Catllaux 
was convicted is covered by ar- 
ticle 78 of the military code, 
which calls for a sentence of 
banishment for a maximum of 
five years or a minimum of one 
year. 


Paris, April 22—The charges of high 
treason and intelligence with 
enemy against former Premier Joseph 
Caillaux were eliminated by the high 
court of the senate today by a vote of’ 
213 to 28. This eliminated the possi- 
bility of the death penalty being in- 
flicted. 

The court then took up the charge 
of correspondence, or commerce, with 
the enemy. Conviction on this count 
might entail imprisonment in a for- 
tress for not more than five years or 
not less than one year, or banishment. 

The senators, upon taking over the 
case for decision early this afternoon 
proceeded with it rapidly, a large num- 
ber of them expressing their view 
briefly and in quick succession. It was 
expected ,as the afternoon wore on, 
however, that a verdict would be ren-| 
dered this evening, as the brunt of the’ 
discussion hinged on the irreconcil-! 
able position of two groups of senators. 
One of these groups, !t appeared in- 
sisted that the court should convict M. 
Caillaux of a minor offense and inflict 
a light penalty, while the other group) 
was equally determined upon the un- 
conditional acquittal of the accused.

Ottawa, April 22 — (Canadiar 
Press)—The deputation of wester. 
public men and provincial parllamen- 
tarians, which was to have waited up- 
on the government Wednesday after- 
noon will not be heard until this afte-r 
noon, owing to the fact that sir 
George Foster, acting prime minister, 
was detained in the commons cham- 
ber through the prolonged discussion 
of the purchasing commission bill.
